Those of. us who own and operate 
businesses in Autioch realize that the 
most Important thing in any business 
is that It bo well run. No matter 
how much business a- concern does- 
no matter whether Its profits run into 
throe, four, five or even six figures- 
It does not achieve, tho success It 
should and is not* functioning under 
full powor unless it . bo properly 
operated.

Executives Are Responsible 
That's why,- when we turn our at- 
tentlon to the biggest "business in 
town, we flnA tho concern that has 
tho biggest Influence on the Individ- 
ual and collective life of our com- 
munity—the concern that has the 
greatest power "to do or not .to do" 
right here in Antjoch— tho concern 
whose executives have the^ greatest 
responsibility for the proper* adminis- 
tration of its business. 

Our city government is "big timo 
housekeeping?'; our "city fathers" 
koop the homo fires burning. Antl- 
och is, in many ways, like "Just one 
Dig family". Tho majority of our 
people pay little or none of our taxes; 
yet we all receive the benefit with- 
out directly contributing to the up- 



keep. The majority of ub aro not 
called on for much concern about the 
affairs of this "housekeeping". The 
majority of us members of this big 
family do not, therefore, assume 
much of the responsibility. And yet. 
just as It is true that our own fathers 
and mothers have usually guided and 
controlled tho most important affairs 
of our lives, so are tho vital affairs 
of our "community lives" looked af- 
ter and cared for by our "town fath- 
ors".

Plans relative to the 1930 Federal 
census taklng-ln Lake county have al- 
ready been tentatively formulated, ac- 
cording to au announcement made 
recently by Mrs. Estelle Northern, of 
Evanston, who has been appointed 
supervisor for the district by Senator 
Charles S. Deneen. 

Enumerators Must Be Qualified 
As outlined by tho supervisors and 
advisors from Washington, the high 
points of the plan indicate that G9 
men and women, one for each pre- 
cinct, will be employed in the county 
Heigthenlng the standards of qualify 
cation of enumerators, rigid examina- 
tions will be taken by prospective 
candidates for the positions as early 
as February 1st, it was announced 
this week. As a preparatory measure, 
an effort will be made to acquaint 
those interested with tho facts neces- 
sary to know in order to be eligible 
enumerators. Questlonalres will then 
be sent out for these prospective em- 
ployes to answer. If the answers 
qualify the persons they will be invit- 
ed to tho Evanston . headquarters to 
submit to oral examinations. 

Mrs. Northam pointed out that It 
would be necessary for the census 
takers to know definitely that they 
can give the full time to cover their 
precincts before considering anothe 
position. 

Work Begins April 1 
All preliminary steps will bo taken 
on February 1 in order to allow time 
for selection cf enumerators so that 
they can take the'ileld on April r. tho 
supervisors asserted. It Is thought 
that Lake .county will be covered 
within two or three weeks, and the 
^positions will pay from $5 to $2 daily. 
"A good enumerator should cover a 
field of 1800 persons in two or three 
weeks time", Mrs. Northam declared 
in commenting upon the length of 
time census taking should take In 
Lake county. 

Advisers To Beware of Frauds " . 
"All of the census takers will bear 
government credentials so that the 
residents will know for a certainty 
that they are actual servants of the 
United States government. It is my 
plan to get a resident of tho predinct 
to take the census so that he will be 
known to most of the people," she 
declared.

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ANTIOCH NEEDS STRUCTURAL TREATMENT 
Hcrc*s an actual experience that bears out the idea, 
often repeated by the Antioch News for the Itst three 
years, that the essential difference in towns is the initia- 
tive of the people who reside in them. The News main- 
tains that every small town is the potential site for a 
city. Towns have much in common — all of them have 
people, stores, streets, nearly all have room for territor- 
ial expansion, many have small manufacturing interests, 
nearly all have hard roads and good rail or water trans- 
portation facilities,- yet with all these things in common, 
some small towns are pushing rapidly to the front to be- 
come cities of importance in the* near future, same arc 
at a standstill and others arc actually losing out in 
favor of their more aggressive neighboring centers. 

Towns that would progress must follow some well 
defined and definite, program, and all must help. No 
philanthropist and no big business interests arc going to 
step into Antioch or any other town for the purpose of 
transforming a quiet village into a thriving city over 
night. 

With these thoughts in mind, read what actually 
occurred in the development line at Topeka, Kansas. 
The story is reprinted from the Pratt (Kansas) Advocate. 

* * * 
DO MODERN HOTELS PAY? 
If you live in an average American city you'll And 
In this tale of Topeka some happenings that quite likely 
are typical of events In your own homo town. Perhaps, 
too, you'll And a moral that can be called to tho atten- 
tion of your fellow citizens with resultant benefits both 
to them and to your community. 

Nearly every city has had its family rows— wordy 
wars which have found the business men of one section 
of the city in heated conflict with business men of an- 
other section over the location" of a public improvement 
or some other desirable addition to the city. 

Fruits of such quarrels are generally bitter; seldom 
do they ripen into the results now evident In Topeka, 
after Just such a struggle. 

Tho fight, in Topoka's case, rovolved about the lo- 
cation of a proposed new hotel, the need for which had 
long been evident. Hotel conditions in Topeka, the 
state capital, were perhaps the worst of any city of sim- 
ilar size in the United States. At that time two thirty- 
year-old hotels were in operation. Between them they 
offered only 210 rooms and a single dining room td the 
public— and this In a city of some 60,000 population. 

For years the daily papers and the local chamber 
of commerce had dwelt upon the need of a new hotel, 
but Its promotion always failed as a result of the in- 
evitable location fights. 

Next two hotels were Btarted in that city because 
of tho fight. The fight went right along, until at lust 
both hotels were finished and became paying Invest- 
ments from the start. 

Herein lies the miracle. Since the opening, a third 
new hotel has been added and all three have prospered 
increasingly each year. 

The most sanguine citizen hadn't thought such a 
thing possible. No one had really analyzed the town's 
latent hotel possibilities. True, it being tho state 
capital, Topeka could always look forward to political 
conventions and a few industrial ones: true, there were 
times when the 210 hotel rooms the town afforded 
forced private families to "take in guests". But it was 
boyonds the bounds of conjecture that the conventions 
increase four-fold and that the lack of hotel rooms 
would again be felt a few years later despite tho S00 



modern hotel rooms offered. 

When tho trend of affairs was sensed the town 
llterallv found itself and began to have a "city complex". 
If now hotels would pay, so would a ten story office 
building— so It sprang up only to bo paralleled and fol- 
lowed by a million-dollar railway station and tho com- 
pletion of a two-million dollar Masonic Temple. 

Theatre owners, catching the drift of affaire, built 
tlirbo new show houses, another railroad built a mil- 
lion-and-a-half-dollar general office building and the 
game was Just staTted. 

There was no place now for the timid soul, ami 
even rival hotel factions forgot past anlmosltlos and 
united to build up. The new ten-story office building 
erected by a homo life insurance firm energized three 
other homo compunles into building Imposing office 
structures. Six new churches sprang up while eight 
new city schools were being built and only a few months 
ago a million dollars worth of high school bonds were 

voted. , t . ' 

Washburn, the town's local college, under tho guid- 
ance of Its energetic president, Dr. P. P. Womcr, in- 
creased the worth of its physical property and endow- 
ment more than a million dollars. Tho city, with Its 
many now homes, has moved Its corporate limits one 
mile farther west. 

Added up in tho city building Inspectors records, 
these improvements total about $20,000,000 a" t°M * n n 
town of, perhaps, 65,000 population. 

All of these things havo come about In Topeka 
despite the fact there has been practically no Increase 
In new Industries, no oil struck, or any othor economic 
factors entering tho situation. That is thoro has boon 
aonc unless this fact bo counted— that as the town 
stood It was literally worn out and needed structural 
treatment of new steel nnd concrete. But it took a ten- 
year hotel fight to bring out this situation and to pro- 
vide the cure. 

* * * 

VAULE OF HABIT FORMATION 

Words without measuro havo boon writtou about 
habit, but despito all that has been said or written by 
psychologists, we have a one-sided view of it. 

The averago poreon today has rather a vague fear 
of habit. Ho has been told a hundred times not to do 
this, that, or the other thingjost he form a habit which 
destroy him. 

This is the negative side of habit, tho wrong ap- 
proach. Habit is a constructive thing. Tho formation 
of habit Is one of tho most useful functions of tho brain 
and nervous system. By tho wise formation of habits 
wo can tnko caro of an unmeasnrablo number of duties 
automatically. Habit can carry us along, work for ub. 
build us up and bring success. Most of tho posi- 
tive virtues in the human being can be acquired by 
habit. Onco acquired, habit carries us on with little 
struggle on our part. 

That Is the affirmative side of habit.

DRIFT OF POPULATION TAKES A TURN 
Not long ago the nation was stirred by tho drift of 
population away from the farms and rural areas into 
tho great cities. Young men, attracted by high wages 
paid by industry and what appeared to bo tho superior 
social and economic advantages of urban life, deserted 

the soil for the city. 

In the past quarter of a century rural America has 
made tremendous progress. Better schools, good roads, 
the automobile, telephone, and radio have created a 
rural civilization greater than any In history. 

Industries, attracted by such factors as lack or 
labor difficulties, low taxes, and uncongested, pleasant 
living and working conditions, wore barred from entry 
into the small town only because of lack of power. 

Then rural electrification on a large scale was In- 
augurated, and now, according to authorities, the small- 
er towns are on the road to industrial leadership of 
America and the countryside is staged for the next 
scene of our industrial progress. The drift of popula- 
tion has turned. 

It is safe to say that many towns which are almost 
unknown today will be the great Industrial conterB of 
the future.

Spiingflold, 111., January 29: One 
time plague of the prairies, typhoid 
fever, all but disappeared from Illi- 
nois last year except In tho southern 
third of the State whero the dlaeaso 
has apparently entrenched Itself for 
a final stand against sanitation and 
hygiene. This was announced here 
today by Dr. Andy Hall, stato health 
director, who pointed out that n full 
dozen counties reported no caso o* 
typhoid last year while only 758 cases 
and 119 deaths occurred in the en- 
tire Stato. 

"With only 11G casos reported by 
35 counties, central Illinois had all 
but a clean record on -typhoid fever 
during 1929", said Dr. Hall. "This is 
by all odds tho most favorable record 
over established In this area. In the 
northern third of tho Stato 257 cases 
were reported hut tho concentration 
of population in that area gave it by 
far the lowest rate In tho Stnto por 
100.000. SJx counties In the northern 
section reported no cases. 

Eleven cases of typhoid were re- 
ported from Lake county during the 
year 1929. Five of these were In the 
city of Waukegan and the remaining 
six In other parts of tho county. 
Diphtheria Caused 739 Deaths 
"Diphtheria will follow typhoid out 
of existence just as soon as the pub- 
lic generally decide to pay for im- 
munization instead of sickness and 
death. Last year diphtheria causod 
8,150 cases of Illness and 739 deaths 
In the State." 

Lake county reported 114 cases of 
diphtheria In 1929, 29 of which were 
from Waukegan.

IN STATE'S HISTORY 



Secretary Reports Nearly 

Two Million Increase 

In Fees 



; Springfield, 111., Jan. 28— Secretary 
of Stato William J. Stratum's office 
collected $21,236,401.46 in fees In 1920 
— the largest year's collection In the 
history of the office. 

The total Is an increase of $1,960,* 
764.30 over tho previous year. 

Of tho grand total, the automobile 
department of the offlco collected 
$17,087,209.11 while other depart- 
ments turned in $4,149,102.35. 

All of the collections go into the 
state treasury to await legislative ap- 
propriation. Howevor, the collections 
of the automobile department can be 
used only for roads while those of the 
other departments of the secretary of 
state's office go Into tho general 
revenue fund and contribute toward 
tho reduction of taxes which other- 
wise would be borne by the taxpayer. 
Major Increases in both tho auto- 
mobile and corporation departments 
were responsible for the unusually 
large increase in feos during the 
first yoar of tho term of Secretary of 
Stato Stratton. Tho increase In tho 
automobile department resulted from 
an Increased registration of motor 
Tohicles. The department registered 
110,419 moro cars in 1929 than wore 
registered tho previous year. This 
resulted in a fee Increase of $1,665,- 
679.23. 

Tho cost of administering the auto-

a on of the American Bankers Asso- 
ciation, the chairman ot the com- 
mission, R. s. Hecht of Now Orlonns, 
pointed out that tho faots Indlcato thnt 
almost 71& per cent of our banka and 
over 18 per cent of our banking re- 
sources arc In tho great not of group 
or chain banking that now corers al- 
most every part of tho country." 

The' commission's facts comprised 
chain and group banking afllllatlons In 
the broadest sense of the term, the re- 
port said. They Included those groups 
In which tho controlling element was 
a particular bank, thoro being report- 
ed 78 Instances of this class Involving 
407 banks and about $6,47*,6oo,000 in 
combined banking resources. They 
Included also groups In which a non- 
banking holding company, not sub- 
sidiary to any "particular bank, was In 
control and' of this class 28 Instances 
were found. Involving 380 banks and 
nearly $5,335,000,000 In resources. The 
report also Included groupings In 
which control was exorcised by In- 
dividual persons and these casos num- 
bered 167, Involving 1,071 banks and 
about $1,408,000,000 In assets. 
The Total Figures 
The total was over $15,275,000,000 In 
aggregate resourcos. Somo of tho sys- 
tems comprised 50 to 100 banks each. 
Head ofllces of the groups wore found 
in all Jurisdictions, hut nine of tho 
statoa and the District of Columbia. 

"We have not Included In these fig- 
ures," tho report soys, "banking 
groups In which a commercial bank, a 
trust company and an Investment 
house, and sometimes a savings bank, 
aro tied togethor by aoine form of 
Htock holdings and oporatcd ns com- 
plementary elements In an organiza- 
tion rendering eompleto financial serv- 
ices. We have held that such groups 
are similar to a departmentalized bank 
and different In tho purposes and op- 
erations from a chain or group bank- 
ing system. 

"For purposes of tho prcaont report 
we define chain or group banks as sys- 
tems In which centralized control, 
whether corporate or personal and 
either rigid or Informal, directs the 
operations of two or moro complete 
hanks, not functionally complemen- 
tary, each working on its own capital 
and under Its own personnel and lo- 
cated In one or moro cltlea or states." 
Commenting on tho quoatlon wheth- 
er the rapid development of chain 
banking was In tho naluro of a reac- 
tion against restrictions Imposed on 
branch banking by the banking laws 
In many states the report says that 
observation does not wholly confirm 
this theory since chain hanking Is 
prevalent in some states .where vir- 
tually no restriction Is imposed on 
branch banking, as well as In those 
where the establishment of branch 
banks Is prohibited, it adds: 

The Question of Branch Banking 
"However the facta do show that 
anti-branch banking laws have boon a 
factor in some cases, and probably In 
aome sections, In tho spread of chain 
banking. Instances have come to our 
attention where expnnslon along chain 
bank lines has been carried out by 
state banks whoso expansion along 
branch bank lines was stopped by the 
passing of btate laws prohibiting fur- 
ther branches. Yet whether expansion 
would have been along braficn bank 
lines if the lawa had imposed no bar- 
riers, It Is Impossible to say. There 
is obviously a well developed banking 
opln.'on In some. sections that the chain 
bank method brings to outlying banka 
the strength and offlcionoy of a big 
organization without depriving them 
of their local individuality and sympa- 
thies. In view of tho mlxod factors 
noted, we feel It is unsafo to general- 
ize ns to what hearing branch banking 
laws have on chnln dovolopraents. 

"The recent era of rapid chain bank 
developments bus found specific re- 
flection in somo stato legislative ac- 
tion tending to restrict or control 
chain or group banking. Also we find 
a sharp difference of opinion among 
Btnto bank commissioners who have 
exprerncd their sentiments regnrdlng 
chain banking." 

In a foreword to tho report, Issued 
In booklet form by the association at 
It3 New York City headquarters, 
Chairman llech't says that "tho Eco- 
nom'c Policy Commission does not 
take a stand in advocaoy of or In op- 
position to thl3 now method of con- 
centrating hanking resources through 
the einnstlpn of banks Into groups and 
chcln3. hut is simply offorlng as a fact 
finding body what wo bellovo la the 
first complete national plcturo of this 
rr-vdly growing movomont.

My father's youthful ambition, while 
living ns he did In the north of Eng- 
land, was to come 
to America where, 
as he thought, 
there would be 
freedom and a 
better opportu- 
nity for getting 
on In the world. 
He was thirty- 
five years old be- 
for© ho had 
amassed enough 
to pay the pas- 
sage of the fam- 
ily and have 
enough of a balance to establish him- 
self in a new country. 

Coming across the ocean In n sail- 
ing vessel, as wus done eighty years 
ago, he came Into contact with a 
young preacher, who. like himself, was 
seeking s greater opportunity In a new 
country. The minister had not been 
as frugal ns father; he had saved little 
and on the way over he fell sick, nnd 
was without resources to. buy himself 
and his family food. Father's heart 
was touched and when they landed he 
advanced the man the one hundred 
dollars which he hud saved for nn - 
emergency, it seems a small sum, 
hut It was u fortune to father, for it 
wus practically all he laid. They 
went In different directions from New 
York, Father never heard from him 
again He was the surt of man- of 
which we have so tniiiiy — be did not 
take his debts seriously. 

John D. itockefeller. the richest mun 
In the world today, perhaps. If not 
the richest who haa ever lived, says 
thai the thing which llrst cnuned him 
to get a llnnucliil start was his habit 
of always meeting his obligations. 
"I'ay your debts" was the slogan 
which marked his road to prosperity 
and alllufnce. 

I was sitting In the ofllce of u bank- 
er friend of mine not long ago; when 
a mini came In to usk for a loan. I 
knew something of his circumstances, 
lie owned n good deal of property nnd 
so far us I knew It was not In any 
way encumbered, lie was looked upon 
as a man In better than good financial 
standing. It was live hundred dollars 
he wanted, I think. 

"I inn sorry." the banker snld, "but 
we are not In a position to let you 
have the money at this time." 

The man went out, nnd shortly aft- 
erward a farmer came In and made 
the same request. He explained to 
my friend that he had little but his 
own word to offer us security. "We 
are very glad to let you have the 
money," the banker said. "I know 
about you; you pay- your debts." He 
turned- to me, 

"You were surprised, possibly, that 
I did not let Black have the live hun- 
dred dollars for which he asked, 
knowing as you do, how much prop- 
erty he owns. It would always be 
possible to collect from him, but any- 
one who lends hi in money generally 
has to force a collection. No one who 
knows him will lend him anything, 
for he pays his debts only when he 
has to do so. This last man Is poor, 
but he Is honest. He always mannges 
some way or other to meet his obliga- 
tions. We are always glad to do 
business with him."

TUB fertility of rural Jamaica 
affords such abundant food for 
slight exertion, and the mild 
climate requires so little shel- 
ter, thnt this area Is a typical region 
of little work and much rest 

Tho Jamaica negro can exist and 
subsist with slight exertion— and he 
does. In the rural sea-level districts 
In particular there Is no need for 
steady exertion the year round. 

House rent demands no place, gen- 
erally spcuking, In tho rural dwelling 
Jamaican blncU's budget. Ho can 
build his own home of heavy grass 
and thatch It with banana leaves, or 
he can make It of mud and thatch, 
with cobbled iloor. The more prosper- 
ous among the natives build wood 
houses put of old packing cases, scraps 
of cast-off corrugated roofing, flattened 
kerosene-can tin, and tho like. Trop- 
ical vines soon hide the patchwork, 
for Dame Nature Is a great healer of 
scars. 

Nor Is clothing n pressing problem 
with the rural blacks. The children 
may run naked during the tender 
years. The womenfolk drcs3 In cot- 
ton gowns, which they wear as long 
ns there Is a piece left, barring Sun- 
dnys, when they appear neatly and be- 
comingly attired, and thoso occasions 
when they go Into the city to market. 
The men wear long cptton drawers or 
the remains of trousering, shady shirts, 
and battered, frayed straw hats; but, 
In good sooth, who cares? 

Now and then In passing along the 
roads one has a flash of a turbaned 
figure; of the East, or his shy woman- 
kind In head scarf with silver orna- 
ments on arm and ankle and now and 
then a nose Jewel, giving a touch of 
oriental atmosphere to the mellow 
scenery. 

Earned Money In Panama. 

The building of the Panama canal 
afforded the Jamaican negro an oppor- 
tunity to earn some money, and nt tho 
same time to see what he thought was 
quite a bit of the world. During tho 
construction period almost every ship 
that sailed from Kingston to Colon 
had Its quota of workmen bound for 
the Cannl Zone. 

On the whole, tho rural Jamaican 
negro Is n likable Individual; quite as 
Irresponsible as a child, usually as 
much given to exaggeration; Indiffer- 
ent enough to modernity to be pic- 
turesque, respectful and retiring 
enough to be Interesting; and one re- 
tains plensant memories of the na- 
tives, content to be what they are. 
and as 'a class, law-abiding In major 
matters, however much they may In- 
dulge In petty misdemeanors. 

One may charter a sturdy automo- 
bile at a really reasonable price for 
u tour around the island, leaving 
Kingston over n road that follows tho 
coast almost Its entire length. Pres- 
ently, at Harbor Head, one comes to 
tho Naval Watering placo established 
by Admiral Vernon, under whom 
served Lawrence Washington and for 
whom our shrine on the Potomac, 
Mount Vernon, was named. The old 
conduit Is still visible. 

A little farther on Is Albion, one of 
Jamaica's historic sugar estates, and 
beyond Ho Yallahs and Morant bay, 
tho latter with its reminders and mem- 
ories of the Rebellion of ISO,", In which 
Gordon essayed to be the John Brown 
of Jamaica. 

Swinging along a road over which 
you can comfortably mako 25 miles 
on hour Isn't a hardship, by any means, 
especially when the roadway passes 
through a beautiful country dotted 
with quaint villages and Old World 
scenes. 

About 40 miles from Kingston, In 
the parish of St. Thomas, Is the little 
town of Bath, and nearby certain min- 
eral hot springs that are Justly fa- 
mous for their curative properties. and 
mado this beautiful spot a gathering 
place for Jamaican aristocracy as fur, 
back as two hundred years. 

Port Antonio Worth Seeing. 

Beyond, on the eastern extremity of 
tho Island, Is Mnnchloneal, the scene 
of some of the exploits of Scott's "Tom 
Cringle." And then, ns you. motor 
along the foot of the John Crow moun- 
tains', pnst tho Blue Hole, which so 
well deserves Its name, eye-filling vis- 
tas of unrivaled beauty In tho great 
bays and mountain side nro unfolded, 
and In a very few hours, that nil too 
quickly pass, Port Antonio looms- Into 
view, with Its splendid two har- 
bors, the westernmost of which is the 
best In tho Island. 

In 1721 strenuous efforts were mado 
by tho Jamaican government to estab- 
lish a settlement there. Thirty acres 



for every white person were offered 
nnd five acres for every slave im- 
ported, provided some part of each, 
tract should be cultivated. This fall- 
ing to bring enough Immigrants, In 
1723 two barrels of beef and one bar- 
rel of flour were added as a bonus. 
Later four barrels of beef and 400 
pounds of biscuit, or bread, were of- 
fered to each white newcomer, nnd 
one barrel of herrings nnd 400 pounds 
of bread for each slave. 

It Is worth while to linger a day or 
more at Port Antonio to enjoy the 
glorious scenery and creature comforts 
with tho winter tourists who flock to 
the charming Tltchfleld hotel, twin of 
the Myrtlcbnnk at Kingston; then to 
head westward along the coast to An- 
notto bay. 

Here Columbus Had to Land. 

You ride along past Annotto,bny 
and Port Maria, the center of tho 
north side bannnn Industry, nnd where 
nn additional annual treasure Is gained 
by a bumper coconut crop, which Is, per- 
haps, reflected In the well-being of 
both tho homes nnd dress of the native 
workers ; and Just nhend lies St. Anna 
bny, where "Still there walks the 
ghost of one that ate his heart In exile 
here — Don Cristoforo Colon, 400 years 
ago." 

As one stands on the shore at St 
Anns bay and looks out across the- 
Caribbean, ho fancies ho sees ap- 
proaching again two weather-beaten, 
worm-eaten cnravals, the Capltana and 
the Santiago de Palos. They fly the 
flag of the Great Discoverer. 

In June, 1503, he hnd bidden his last 
farewell to the mainland of the New 
World he had added to civilization, 
nnd had hoisted his sails for Spain. 
Passing the Cayman Islands, which ho 
named Las Tortugas, ISO miles off 
Jamaica, Columbus encountered a 
gient storm. He was forced to run 
before It. Hoping to find shelter nt 
Jamaica, he finally reached what Is 
now called Dry Harbor, ne found no 
fresh water here, so went on to St. 
Anns bay, i which ho called Puerto 
Santa Gloria, and there ran his ships 
on the bench In one of Its coves. 

Finally the food aboard and that 
supplemented by the near-by Indians 
gave out, and nfter the last ration of 
biscuit nnd wine had been Issued the 
admiral's faithful follower, Diego Men- 
dcz, started out through the Jungle 
on a trading expedition which netted a 
scant fare, but enough to keep away 
starvation, even If not sufllclent to ap- 
pease hunger. 

Columbns then called for volunteers 
to try fof Haiti, some 200 miles away, 
in search of succor. All were silent 
but the gallant Mendez. He stepped 
into n small ship's boat and rowed 
away I 

Sickness and Mutiny. 

Then sickness and body Ills brought 
despair and mutiny. The brothers 
Porras ( Francisco, captain of the San- 
tiago, and Diego, the accountant) led 
a revolt In which Juan Sanchez, the 
pilot Ledesma, barba the gunner, and 
some fifty others Joined. 

Though so 111 with gout thnt he 
could not stand, Columbus endeavored 
to go out and quell tho mutiny, his 
log tells us. But his adherents begged 
thnt the mutineers be permitted to go. 

They took most of tho scanty stores, 
the ten canoes and started for Haiti; 
but, cowards that they were, they gave 
up the trip after forcing tho Indians 
who accompanied them to swim 
ashore. 

A caravel heaves into sight 1 Is It 
the long-lookcd-for relief sent by Men- 
dez? Alas, no I Only a sorry Jest by 
Ovandn, who sent for Escobar In the 
hope ho would find Columbus dead, 
and, If not, to tell him there were no 
ships available to carry them to 
Spain. 

Hearing thnt Porras and his muti- 
neers wero going nbout making ene- 
mies of the natives, Columbus sent 
the ndelnntudo, Bartolome, either to 
pacify or to conquer the deserters. 
Bartolome took 50 loyal men and go- 
ing against them captured tho muti- 
neers. Yet Columbus, with his usual 
clemency, granted pardon to all except 
tho brothers Porras, whom ho kept In 
chains. 

Finally, a x full year after ho had 
landed there, tho eyes of the admiral 
saw another sight— two caravals, one 
sent by tho faithful Mendez, and the 
other by Ovnnda, who had repented 
his previous sorry attitude. 

So It wus, on June 28, 1504, after 
12 months und 4 days of a wretched, 
stranded existence nt Jamaica, Chris- 
topher Columbus sailed » homo again, 
novcr moro to look upon the world he 
had discovered.
